In his evening ad- 
dress he did not discuss the uct itself, 
but contented himself with giving a 
variety of reasons as to why prohibi- 
tion should not come into effect in 
Alberta. He declared that insanity, 
poverty and crime were for the ae | 
part not due to drink; sajd that 
1,235,000 men were employed by the | 
liquor business in the United States | 
and Canada, and that an industrial | 
hell would follow prohibition, and | 
that the star of hope of the present | 
civilization would go down in the} 
black sea of night and anarchy; stat- | 
ed that prohibition would not “save 
the boy"; and finally wound up by | 
saying that prohibition is un-Chris- |

Says Arguments Hidicu 


He first of all referred to the pro- 
hibition arguments that 70 per cent, 
of insanity, 80 per cent .of poverty, | 
and 90 per cent. of crime is due to! 
drinks and said they were ridiculous. | 
The cause of nine out of every ten, 
cases of insanity could not be deter- | 
mined, One form of insanity was 
paresis, and Carrie Nation died of it.

As to poverty being a result of 
drink, if that argument were true 
the “drys” would be all rich and the 
"wets'’ would all be poor, Turkey, | 
too, ought to be the richest country 
in the world, for it abolished the | 
drink traffic thirteen centuries ago, 
yet it was the poorest and most God- 


forsaken country on the face of the 
earth. While they did not drink, 
however, they could butcher Chris- 


tlans in cold blood, so that abstinence 


{rom drink did not make men moral. 
Mr. Windle attributed poverty to 
lack of employment, ill-health, labor 
troubles, pour judgment, and inca- 
pacity. According to the Dominion 
Allunce, there was spent for drink in 
Canada the sum of $11.00 per year | 
per capita, and so the only difference

Says Crime Not Caused by Drink 

The speaker said crime was 
caused by drink, but was rather duc 
to greed, jealousy, lust and revenge, 
He spent a month m the ¢ ‘arnegie at 
Pittsburg, delving into crime statis- 
tics, and found that 46 per cent, of 
criminals were abandoned in child: 
*hood, 19 per cent. had no trade 
orefession, and 75 per cent. com- 
mitted crime between the ages of 12 
and 23, before the drink habit had 
been formed, The list ef murders in 
the large cities of the U, 8, for every 
100,000 of the pgpulation showed that 
in Atlanta, GeBrpla, where liquor 
Was abolished years ago, there were 
83, and in “wet, wicked" Chicago 
only nine, In Memphis, Tennessee, a 
prohibition state, there were 68, and 
in Milwaukee, “a city us wet as a 
river,” there were only four.
